TIME FOR A CHANGE? 


[NJURIES, especially in important games, invariably lead 
to the plea from sympathetic supporters: end the no- 
substitute rule! 


A tricky, controversial topic. And there’s no denying that 
a game does lose its magic when a player, particularly a goal- 
keeper, has to leave the field while his side struggles on with 
ten-men. 


But the V.A.S.F.A, have their hands tied. They must 
abide by the laws laid down by the International Federation, 
and so far there has been no hint of a relaxation in this respect. 


Certainly, if substitutes were allowed, the rule must leave 


no loopholes. 


Substitutes have been permitted, under certain condi- 
tions, for international matches in Europe. 
uncommon for even these sides to take unfair advantage and 
bring on substitutes in place of off-form players. . 


However, this is not to say that there is no room for this 
suggestion. Up to two substitutes have been allowed in the 
“friendly” night soccer games in Victoria, and have been 
successful. 

It would certainly do no harm for the international body 
to take a chance and allow teams to bring on a player for an 
injured goalkeeper. 

Trouble is who is to say whether a goalkeeper who has 
let in a couple of soft goals and writhes on the ground is in- 
jured, or is being a good club man?

This is the fourth of a new series by a top referee which will iron out many 
of the tricky problems that occasionally trip up referees as well as spec- 
tators. This week he talks about the linesman’s duties .. . 


| ASSIST 


IN my last article, I con- 

ea the weak re- 
feree who used his lines- 
man as a “get out” when a 
tricky decision had to be 
made. I said that the re- 
feree, being the man in 
charge of the game, should 
accept full responsibility. 
It was wrong to place the 
onus on the linesman. 

This, however, it not to say 
that the linesman has his part 
to play in helping to keep the 
game up to standard. His is a 
minor role, but nevertheless an 
important one. 

The golden rule to remember 
is that he is there to ASSIST 
the referee, not hinder him. 

Recently, there was a case in 
whith two players were at log- 


gerheads on leaving the field at 
the end of a game. The referee 
did not see the incident, but 
one of the linesmen drew his 
attention to it. | 

This raised the question of 
how much a linesman’s word 
counts in such a case. 

Here are two observations: 

(1) The linesman is perfectly 
justified to report anything the 
referee may not see. The re- 
feree can then take whatever 
action he pleases. 

(2) No one will argue that 
because the referee was un- 
sighted a player who commits a 
foul should escape punishment. 
That would be ridiculous and a 
bad thing for the game. 

It is the same if a player, 
out of hearing of the referee, is 
impertinent to a linesman. The 
official should draw the referee’s 
attention to it and the referee

should caution the player for 
serious misconduct. 

Nowadays, the Football Asso- 
ciation are demanding stricter 
referees and therefore they 
haye to support Officials, 
whether, as in this case, the 
main evidence comes from a 
referee or a linesman. 

In another game, a player at 
the end of the match com- 
plained to the referee that an 
opponent had called him a 
highly objectionable name, 

The referee told the player he 
would mention the complaint in 
his report and did so. 

Submit Report. 

He was strictly correct. When 
this kind of thing occurs the 
referee cannot very well hold a 
court of inquiry on the spot. 

The best thing is to submit 
a report to the authority under 
whose jurisdiction the game is 
being played and let them deal 
with it. .The referee thereby 
covers himself and it is more 
than likely that that authority 
will communicate with the 
player’s club and ask them for 
the player’s observations. 

Some referees advocate that 
it is better to turn g deaf ear 
to remarks made by players 
during a game, but I do not 
agree. 

There was a famous inter- 
national who had a habit of 
saying, “I don’t think much of 
this referee, do you, Harry?” 

Some referees ,ignore this 
kind of thing, but I certainly 
do not. The “clever” player 
will very often take. a yard if 
you give him an inch, and so it 
is far better to silence him 
straightaway and, in doing so, 
command his respect. 

In any ease, it is not for 
players to pass opinions — 
good, bad or indifferent—about 
referees.

Sir,—I travel to all Yallourn’s 
games and I am appalled at some 
of the conditions under which the 
teams are expected to play. 

Take, for instance, the recent 
George Cross game. This game, 
for me, was spoiled by the fact 
that the ground was not roped off, 
thereby allowing supporters to en- 
eroach on same. Once, when the 
ball ran out of play, a spectator 
kicked it back into a G.C. player! 

Again, at Royal Park, against 
Hellenic, the ground was not roped 
off. There were no changing 
sheds, some of the Hellenic play- 
ers having to get changed under a 
tree. Players had to wash under 
a cold tap (no showers were avail- 
able) and the Hellenic team didn’t 
even have a-ball to start the game 
with! 

Surely something could be done 
by the V.A.S.F.A. to see that all 
grounds are at least roped off. I 
may say that, at the George Cross 
game, players of both teams had 


difficulty in taking throw-ins be- 
cause spectators were standing on 
the line. 

Although Yallourn is the only 
country team in the Metropolitan 
League, players can have a hot 
shower after the game, and the 
ground is roped off. If Yallourn 
can do it, why can’t other clubs. 

I would like to emphasise that 
the State Electricity Commission 
do. not sponsor the Yallourn 
club.

jJUS-1. stopped Wilhelmina’s winning run with a well- 
earned 3-2 victory last Saturday at Olympic Park, and 
went to a formidable six-point lead on the senior ladder.
